Was Passed Under Supension of 


Rules Providing- for Buildings 


over Two Stories 


Tho meeting of the city fathers la-t 
flight was very harmonious, there heinie 
little up that created dissension. 
Vice President Opsahl 
called the 
council to order and Alderm en Halla 
day, Peterson, Opsahl, Armstrong, F a r­ 
rar and Twohey were|present. 
& 
Aldermen Baker and President Jo h n ­ 
son came in during the reading of the 
financial reports. 
The list of delinquent electric light 
patrons was read. 
Supt. Peterson asked more tune in the 
matter of checking up the electric 
lights. 
He also reported on lights used 
by the city. 
These for the past six- 
months amounted to $3321.00, and tho 
matter of setting it aside as a sinking 
fund came up, and the matter was re­ 
ferred to the finance committee for in­ 
vestigation. 
The committee to whom was referred 
to the matter of an ordinance regulat­ 
ing tire escapes, reported in favor of an 
ordinance on the subject, which was in­ 
troduced and passed under suspension 
of the rules. 
It provides for metal fire escapes on 
all building over two stories in height, 
except such as are used for residence 
purposes only, and placing a penalty of 
$5 to $100 for non compliances, with jail 
sentence not to exceed GO days if tine is 
unpaid. 
The matter of hav ing the tire depart­ 
ment make runs to points where there 
wert' no hydrants within reach was left 
to the discretion of the chief of the de­ 
partment. 
The East Brainerd Glee club asked to 
bo put on a flat electric light rate of 
#1.2o per month for five lights, summer 
and winter, and the matter was referred 
to the electric light committee with 
power to aet. 
No bids having been received the 
matter of crushing rock was left with 
the street committee with power to act. 
Alderman Halladay brought up the 
question of the expiration of the water 
works franchise. 
The printed book of 
ordinances makes it expire January 12, 
1(J07, while according to the book in 
which the ordinances are recorded when 
passed shows it to expire in I JOB. 
The 
difference arises of from different dates 
given of the passage and publication of 
the ordinance.
